Mont Vernon Town Library. 

In submitting this report the Trustees are pleased to 
report the books and property of the Town in good con- 
dition. es = 

On January 20, Willard P. Woods resigned his position 
as a member of the board of trustees for the library, and 
by this action we feel we have lost one that was always 
ready to render any service in aid of the library or any 
educational institution. 

During the year, 32 volumes have been added. 

From July 7th, to February 8th, the library has been 
opened Sundays and Wednesdays. Opening Sundays 
was to accommodate those living out of the village, and 
the experiment has proved satisfactory to the trustees. 
Number of books taken out Sundays, 426, Wednesdays 
254. The number of volumes now in the lbrary, 318. 

The issue of cards has been 184 conveying pleasure 
and profit to the readers. 

We feel that more books of a class to suit the younger 
portion of readers are advisable. We hope that the Town 
will appropriate $75.00 this year for the purchase of 
books and expenses, which will greatly increase the use- 
fulness and vaiue of the hbrary as a public institution. 

Suggestions and recommendations from the patrons are 
always welcomed to the trustees. |

REPORT OF 
The Board of Education. 


At a meeting of the school district on the 12th day of 
March, 1895, Mrs. Ann A. Campbell was chosen a mem- 
ber of the schooi board for three years. Mr. Joseph G. 
Carlton was chosen treasurer by the district. 


CENTER DISTRICT. 

The spring term of ten weeks was taught by Miss 
Annie M. Curtis of Lyndeborough. ‘This was Miss Cur- 
tis’ third term in this school, and she showed the same 
energetic spirit that characterized her work in the preced- 
ing terms she has taught this school. 

The fall and winter terms of ten weeks each of this 
school were taught by Miss Clara H. Blood of Wilton. 
Miss Blood is a teacher of ample experience, having 
taught several years in the town of Wilton. As a disci- 
plinarian Miss Blood is quiet, but firm, insisting that each 
day’s work shall be done and done well before the school 
room is left for the night. 


SoutH DISTRICT. 


The spring term of ten weeks was in care of Miss Nel- 
lie I. Murr of Wilton. The fall and winter terms of ten 
weeks each were in the care of Miss Clintina M. Curtis 
of Wilton. 

This was Miss Curtis’ first attempt at teaching, but 
she proved at once that she had made no mistake in 
choosing teaching as her avocation.

West DISTRICT. 


Miss Mabel A. Spencer of Mont Vernon taught this 
school the entire year. Miss Spencer is a young lady of 
some experience as a teacher, having taught with marked 
success in the town of Amherst. ‘This school, though 
small, is composed of bright and studious scholars, and 
amply repays the care and labor expended upon them by 
their teacher. 

East District. 

The spring term of this school of ten weeks was in care 
of Miss Marion M. Hartshorn of Lyndeborough. This 
school is small in numbers, and in attendance is 
not what it should be, making it very hard for the teacher 
to maintain the interest of her pupils. In the fall this 
school was united with the Center school at the request 
of the parents. 

The winter term of ten weeks was taught by Miss 
Grace R. Moor of Amherst. ‘This was Miss Moor’s first 
experience at teaching, but she showed at once that she 
had talent and ability to make an excellent teacher.
